Fleet Earns Admiration of President and Citizenry 


Climaxing a 6,300 mile cruise from 
the Pacific Ocean, the United States 
Fleet passed in review before its Com- 
mander-in-Chief off New York City May 
31 and then put in for an 18-day stay 
in the metropolis. 

An estimated 50,000 persons including 
practically every high official of the Gov- 
ernment witnessed the review from 
ships of all types, while probably a half 
million people lined the shores of New 
York harbor. 

A dense fog delayed the proceedings 
for nearly two hours and a half, but the 
sun finally broke through and with then 
almost ideal weather the twelve mile 
long column of ships steamed past the 
Indianapolis and Louisville, the review- 


ing ships. At President Roosevelt's side 
as the ships filed past booming salutes, 
was Secretary of the Navy Claude A. 
Swanson and former Secretary of the 
Navy Josephus Daniels. 

The President at the end of the re- 
view personally ordered “Well Done” 
pennants displayed and sent the follow- 
ing message to the Fleet: 

“The President congratulates the com- 
mander-in-chief, the officers and men of 
the fleet on the excellence of the review 
and wishes them good luck.” 

Every member of the Cabinet except 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace was 
present, Other distinguished guests in- 
cluded Mayor LaGuardia of New York,

Final Approval Given 
to Navy, Marine Bills 


With final passage this week of the 
Navy Line and Marine Corps personnel 
bills, plans went forward at the Navy 
Department for carrying their provi 
sions into effect. 

The Navy bill was finally passed in 


almost identically the same form that 
it passed the House. The Senate, on 
May 26, without debate passed the 


measure as reported by its Naval Affairs 
Committee. The Committee had amend- 
ed the bill to provide that officers not 
selected would not be retired but would 
be retained as extra numbers in grade. 


Sent to conference, the Senate confer- 
ees receded from their stand, and the 
bill was speedily transmitted to the 


President and signed by him May 29. 

No changes were made in the Marine 
Corps bill by the Senate. The Senate 
Naval Committee reported it without 
amendment and it was passed without 
discussion and sent to the President. He 
signed it at the same time he approved 
the Navy bill. 

Immediately, Marine Corps Headquar- 
ters rushed plans for the early conven- 
ing of selection boards. Records of offi- 
cers eligible for selection are being col- 


lected and Navy selection board proce- 
dure studied. Two boards are to be 
created. One will select officers to be 


placed on a promotion list for brigadier 
general, colonel, lieutenant colonel, and 
the heads of staff departments, and the 
other will select for captain and major. 

It is expected that the senior board 
will be named on Monday and will con- 
vene by June 11 at the latest. The ju- 
nior board will be convened shortly 
thereafter, probably while the first 
board is still in session. 

The Navy selection board to recom- 
mend for promotion officers of the rank 
of lieutenant and lieutenant, junior 
grade, will not be convened for consider- 
able time, possibly not before the middle 
of July or the first of August. A study 
has to be made by the Bureau of Navi- 
gation of the prospective personnel sit- 
uation over the next few years, before 
a decision is made as to the number of 
selections to be made by the first board. 
In order to give all officers in the

Reserves Elect 

IA. Col. Frank E. Lowe, ORC, of Port- 
land, Me., was elected President of the 
Reserve Officers Association of the Unit- 
ed States at the organization's conven- 
tion Tuesday in Memphis, Tenn. Lt. Col.

Col. C. D. Herron, the Chief of Staff's 
executive for Reserve Affairs, gave his 
final address before the Association. 
Colonel Herron’s tour expires this month 
and he will be relieved to assume his 
new duties as a brigadier general of the 
line. 

Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood, command- 
er of the 8th Corps Area, and the Third 
Army, addressed the Association on the 
subject of concentrated training of re- 
serves for their war duties. The Asso- 
ciation went on record advocating the 
rank of full general for all Army Com- 
manders. 


Confirm General Chaney 

The Senate this week confirmed the 
nomination of Col. James BE, Chaney to 
be assistant Chief of the Air Corps with 
the rank of brigadier general for a term 
of four years. The nomination was sent 
to the Senate together with that of Col. 
Jacob T. Fickel, who also was to be an 
assistant chief of the Air Corps with 
rank of brigadier general. However, at 
the request of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs, which has been inves- 
tigating the Air Corps, both confirma- 
tions were held up. This week that of 
Colonel Chaney was released and 
promptly confirmed. 

Senator Sheppard, of Texas, chairman 
of the Senate Military Committee, ap- 
pointed a sub-committee composed of 
Senators Logan, Thomas, of Utah, and 
Carey to hear members of the House 
committee and determine whether or not | 
to further delay the confirmation of 
Colonel Fickel. 


War Leader Endorses 
More Army Personnel 


Increase of the Army to 14,0638 officers 
and 165,000 enlisted men received the 
endorsement this week of Newton D. 
Baker, war-time Secretary of War and 
the present Secretary, George H, Dern, 


Called before the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee to give his views on the 
Thompson bill to build up the personnel 
strength of the land forces, the former 
Secretary and present chairman of the 
advisory War Department aviation com- 
mission, declared : 


“In my judgment the increase pro- 
vided in this bill is a very modest and 
proper one, If I were a member of Con- 
gress I would not hesitate to vote for 
Ay 

Secretary Dern also appeared before 
the committee and supplemented his pre- 
vious “personal and general” endorse- 
ment of the bill, submitted in a letter to 
Representative Fitzpatrick of New York, 
chairman of the subcommittee which con- 
sidered it. The Secretary said he could 
not speak for the Administration or the 
President, but that “personally and in 
my capacity as Secretary of War, I ap- 
prove of this bill.” 

The military committee held but one 
hearing on the bill, at their regular 
meeting on Tuesday and adjourned un- 
til next Tuesday when other witnesses, 
including Representative Ross Collins, 
will be heard. The group agreed to hold 
hearings on the bill after it was reported 
from the Fitzpatrick subcommittee with- 
out recommendation, The subcommittee 
held hearings on the measure at which 
General MacArthur, Chief of Staff, ap- 
peared and made a strong plea for its 
enactment. Representatives of the 
American Legion and the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Association of the United States 
also gave it their endorsement. 

Members of the subcommittee favored 
the bill, but as the attitude of the Ad- 
ministration on the proposal was not 
known, would not recommend its pass- 
age. They therefore reported it to the 
full committee without endorsement and 
Chairman Fitzpatrick wrote to the 
White House and the War Department, 
asking for an official opinion. No reply 
has been received from the White House 
as yet. 

Secretary Dern told the committee that 
he had not referred the bill to the Bu- 
reau of the Budget or taken it up with 
the President, because he understood the 
committee had asked for President 
Roosevelt's views direct. He added that 
he had not gone to the President with 
the matter “hecause he knew of his 
great desire to balance the budget.” 
“This bill is in line with the studies 
of the General Staff over a period of ten 
years,” the Secretary stated. “It repre- 
sents the views of the professional sol- 
diers upon whom we must rely in such 
matters. It represents their best judg- 





ment, I have given the matter consid- 
erable study and while I am not an ex- 
pert, I have become convinced that our 
Army is below the minimum strength to 
earry out its mission or missions.”

Secretary of the Navy Swanson’s declaration that the United States will 
reopen the matter of fortification of American possessions in the Far East if Japan 
insists on a higher naval ratio has aroused considerable interest both here and 


abroad. 


“There is irrefutable logic in this suggestion,” states the Washington Star. 
“It is Just as well that the issue of naval ratios, fortifications and all co-related 
questions should bob up this far in advance of the 1935 conference,” continues the 


Star, 


“ which will have to tackle them afresh, 


Since the treaty of 1922 the Far 


Eastern situation has undergone vital change. 
“Frank discussion of every facet of the situation from now until next year’s 


conference will be useful and wholesome. 


But the prospects for agreement on a 


Pacific new deal will not be improved by such explosive suggestions as are now 
emanating from the naval spokesmen at Tokio to the effect that Japan’s ‘safety’ is 
menaced by existing ratios and that she is bent upon altering them as a life and 


death question. 


If that is the spirit in which the Japanese will approach forth- 


coming decisions, the outlook for agreement is far from bright.” 





The Baltimore Sun agrees that Secretary Swanson’s statement is only logical, 
but doubts that it was sound policy for him to make it. 

“If the Japanese insist upon equality in tonnage, it is obvious that the matter 
of fortifications would have to be thrashed out again,” states the Sun, “for such 
parity would give Japan an advantage with respect to the security of American 


possessions west of the Hawalians. 


From the standpoint of naval strategy, then, 


Secretary Swanson stood on firm ground when he criticized Japan’s demands. 
“But that it was sound policy for him to take this position is not so certain. 
His statement has already aroused the Japanese press. There seems to be a likeli- 
hood of a revival of that violent anti-Americanism which gripped the Japanese 
newspapers and public a few months ago, The Japanese quite clearly do not like 
plain speaking. True, Mr. Swanson’s frankness may in the end prove to have been 
best for both parties, for a pussyfoot attitude at this time could well lead to 
dangerous misunderstandings when the new naval conference is finally called. But 


the fact must not be overlooked that an aroused public opinion on either side of

Permanent Appropriation 


Acting upon the advice of the heads 
of Government departments, the Senate 
Committee on Appropriations this week 
rewrote the House bill abolishing per- 
manent appropriations, retaining the 
Navy hospital fund, the Navy fines and 
forfeitures fund, the Recreation fund, 
Army, and the various War Department 
replacement funds. 

The Senate committee requested of 
heads of executive departments their 
views of various provisions of the bill 
and upon recommendation of the War 





and Navy Departments amended or 
struck out various features of the bill. 
The many changes made are regarded 
as imperiling the bill’s chances of enact- 
ment at the present Congress. 


Naval Academy Graduation 

Four hundred and sixty-three members 
of the first class at the Naval Academy 
were awarded diplomas at the com- 
mencement exercises at Annapolis May 
Through the last minute action of the 
Senate in confirming those made eligible 
by the passage of the Navy Line person- 
nel bill earlier in the week, it was pos- 
sible to present commissions as ensigns 
of the Line to 332 of the graduates.

“Yes,” the Secretary replied.

Former Secretary Baker began his 
remarks by stating that he considered 
the feat of having increased the officer 


strength of the Army from seven thou- 
sand to more than 200,000 in the first 
year of the World War was “probably 
the most outstanding success of our 
training. 

Secretary Baker said that he did not 
consider himself competent to state what 
the number of officers and enlisted men 
in the Army should be, but said he be- 
lieved we should have at least one com 
plete division in each of the four ar- 
mies. These divisions, he declared, should 
be so closely associated that the division 
could carry on regular training. In addi 
tion there should be sufficient personnel 
to carry on the services, i. e., planning, 
supply, experimentation, etc. he stated. 

Representative James, of Michigan, 
asked Mr. Baker had he not recommend- 
ed after the war an army of 22,000 offi 
cers and 560,000 enlisted men. The 
former War Department head declared 
that this was because of the uncertain 
conditions then existing in the world. 

“So far as history could tell us,” he 
said, “wars like the last have been char 
acterized by cessations and resumptions 


It was entirely reasonable to suppose 
that fresh outbreaks would occur with 
a new alignment of nations. The best 


students we had thought that the Armis 
tice was not final, and with the rest of 
the world cooperating and we, the rich 
est nation, not going to be a party to 
this cooperation, it was decided that 
such an army was necessary.” 

“Subsequent events have shown that 
Congress was either wiser or luckier 
than I,” he added, referring to the re 
fusal of Congress to accept his program. 

Representative Christianson asked him 
if he did not believe that such an in 
crease as provided in the bill would re 
sult in other nations enlarging 
armies, “such happened after 
passage of the Vinson naval bill.” 

“IT cannot imagine an expansion of 
our army less than five times its pres 
ent size, which would have any effect 
on the military policy of any other na- 
tion,” he declared. 

An outburst of applause broke out 
from members of the committee at this 
statement. 

There was considerable discussion 
among members of the committee as to 
the merits of providing for the increase 
of officers at once, rather than in five

annual increments, and a number of ref- 
erences to the evils of creating another 
“hump” in the promotion list such as now 
exists. This discussion was ended rather 
abruptly by a remark of Representative 
Gass, of Connecticut. 

“If this committee would only report 








out a promotion bill as the naval com- 
mittee has done, we would get rid of 
that ‘hump,’” he declared. 

There was a dead silence for a mo- 
ment and then someone began to talk 
about something else. Since Representa- 
tive James Wadsworth criticized the 
committee on the floor of the House 
several weeks ago for its inactivity on 
remedying the Army’s promotion ills, 
members of the group have rather avoid- 
ed the subject.

Antiaircraft Sights 

Studies are being made, by the Ord- 
nance Department, of designs of anti- 
aircraft sights, which include designs 
which make use of fixed data placed on 
the sights to permit correct sight align- 
ment for short range targets. Studies 
are also being made of sights to provide 
adjustments for correcting sight settings 
for firing on high speed, short and long 
range targets. 

Regarding antiaircraft Artillery Fire 
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control materiel, laboratory experiments 
are in process looking to improvements 
in the standard sound locator. 

In accordance with decision by the 
Coast Artillery, sound locators and 
acoustic correctors to be manufactured 
hereafter will be graduated in mils, they 
will be designated M1A4 and M2, re- 
spectively. Some of the M1A1 sound lo- 
cators and M1 acoustic correctors now 
in use will be regraduated to mils also 
in order to function with searchlight 
equipment already issued and having 
mil graduations, The modified sound lo- 
cators and acoustic correctors will be 
designated, respectively M1A3 and 
M1Al1. 

Directors M1 and M1A1 will be fur- 
nished hereafter wita one time and one 
superelevation chart only for each com- 
bination of gun, projectile, fuse and 
muzzle velocity with which these direc- 
tors will be used. Variations in muzzle 
velocity will therefore be compensated 
for by applying a percentage altitude 
correction. 

Data Transmission Systems M38 and 
M3A1 for mobile and fixed antiaircraft 
gun batteries, respectively, have been 
recommended as standards. The princi- 
pal difference between these is that the 
former consists generally of flexible 
cable lying on the ground; the latter of 
fixed underground cables.

Foreign Service Tours

AST summer I took a trip on the 
transport “Republic” to Hawaii. On 
the way over I talked with many offi- 
cers, their wives, and families, and with 
the enlisted men of the Army. I ob- 
served the apprehension many of them 
felt, who had been assigned to duty in 
the Tropics, because of the effect of the 
tropical climate upon their health, and 
the evil effects of the changed conditions 
of living. 

On the return trip there were twenty- 
nine mental cases being returned to the 
continental United States, men who had 
to be kept under restraint in the hospi- 
tal of the ship. It required no expert 
knowledge to observe the effect of long 
service in the Tropics. It was most ob- 
vious to all. The women seemed to be 
particularly affected by the tropical cli- 
mate, I felt at that time, if I could 
ever be of any service to the officers and 
men of the Army, Navy, and Marine 
Corps, in changing the length of tours 
of ‘duty in the Tropics, it would be a 
matter of great satisfaction to me. 


The previous law, that required the 
length of tours of duty in the Tropics 
to be three years, | considered inhuman, 
fraught with danger to the health and 
happiness of the officers and their fami- 
lies, and the enlisted men, and entirely 
uneconomical. 

When we consider the Government’s 
obligation to those, whose health has 
been ruined by reason of their service 
in the Tropics, there could be no ele- 
ment of economy in the law which ex- 
isted at that time. On March 10, 19: 

1 introduced H. R. 8568 in the House, 
entitled : 

“A bill to amend the laws relating to 
the — of tours of duty in the T'rop- 
ics and certain foreign stations in the 
case of officers and enlisted men of the 
Army, Navy, and Marine Corps, and for 
other purposes”. 

Subsequently Senator Logan intro- 
duced the same bill in the Senate. It 
has now passed both the House and the 
Senate. lt provides as follows: 

“No officer or enlisted man of the Army 
shall, except upon his own request, be 
required to serve in a single tour of 
oy f for more than two years in the 
Philippine Islands, on the Asiatic Sta- 
tion, or in China, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, 
or the Panama Canal Zone, except in 
case of insurrection or of actual or 
threatened hostilities, and except in the 
discretion of the Secretary of War for 
temporary emergency: Provided, That 
the foregoing provision shall not appiy 
to the organization known as the ‘Phil- 
ipine Scouts’ ”. 

In my opinion it will be received with 
great satisfaction by the officers and 
their families, and the enlisted men, and 
the psychological effect of its enactment 
will be very beneficial to all.

Navy-Marine Promotion 
(Continued from First Page) 
“hump” as equal a chance as possible 
the new act provides that the Secretary 
of the Navy shall set each year the num- 
ber of officers to be placed on the pro- 

motion list. 

As the bill became law, the only 
change in the text of the measure over 
the form in which it passed the House 
was in provision that the members of 
this year’s and last year’s graduating 
classes could be commissioned prior to 
August 1, if necessary. As approved 
the act authorizes the commissioning of 
all future graduates of the Naval Acad- 
emy notwithstanding the strength limi- 
tation. No change in the percentage of 
officers in the upper ranks was made, 
the additional officers being carried in 
the ranks of ensign and lieutenant, 
junior grade. Representative Carl Vin- 
son, chairman of the House Naval Af- 
fairs Oémmittee, however, stated on the 
floor of the House that the committee 
would consider this problem at the next 
Congress. 

The act also substitutes selection for 
promotion by seniority in the case of 
lieutenant, junior grade, to lieutenant, 
and lieutenant to lieutenant commander. 
Officers not selected for promotion who 
have completed seven and 14 years of 
commissioned service, respectively, will 
be placed on the retired list with retired 
pay computed at 2%4% of their active 
pay multiplied by the number of years’ 
service, all service now allowed for pay 
purposes being credited. Another pro- 
vision prescribed that no one should be 
so forcibly retired until June 30 of the 
second calendar year following the date 
of passage of the act. 

Officers of the ranks of lieutenant and 
lieutenant, junior grade, who had made 
their number for promotion by seniority, 
but who had not completed their exami- 
nations and been nominated to the Sen- 
ate for confirmation, will be affected by 
the new act and will have to stand 
selection. This ruling, made by the 
Navy Department, is also applicable to 
the Marine Corps. That Corps, however, 
had only one officer affected, while a 
number of naval officers are involved. 

The senior Marine selection board will 





probably be composed of six general 









officers, one of which will be a head of 
a staff department. It will select two 
colonels to go on the promotion list for 
brigadier general, ten lieutenant eg). 
onels to go on the promotion list for 
colonel and 52 majors for the promotion 


list for lieutenant colonel. In addition 
it will select officers o, col- 
onel to go on the st t eligi- 


ble lists. The new act creates one addi- 
tional brigadier general, six additiona| 
colonels and 44 more lieutenant ¢o)- 
onels. The other officers selected wij] 
await vacancies. 

While the new law allows 73 addi- 
tional majors and 51 additional cap- 
tains, the number to be selected by the 
junior board will be set by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. It will be consider. 
ably in excess of these numbers. The 
board will probably consist of colonels, 
with a general officer as president. 

No hearings were held by the House 
Naval Committee on the Staff Corps pro- 
motion bill this week. After meeting on 
the measure all last week, the hearings 
were adjourned because of the confer. 
ence with the Senate on the Navy Line 
bill. With the winding up of this bill, 
members of the committee went to New 
York for the Fleet Review. No meeting 
has been scheduled for next week as 
yet, and while further hearings will 
probably be held, there is little chance 
for passage this Congress. 

On the day the two personnel bills 
were signed by the President, the fol- 
lowing ALNAV was sent out by the 
Department :

COINCIDENT WITH THE PLEDGE OF THE UNITED STATES at Geneva 
to reduce armaments, the President has moved to effect the construction of a 
Treaty Navy and Secretary Dern, Former Secretary Baker and General MacArthur 
have advocated that Congress enact the Thompson bill to make the strength of 
the Army 14,063 officers and 165,000 enlisted men. To those who would see a 
conflict of policy and purpose in the two events, it is only necessary to refer to 
the danger of war which was discussed by Disarmament Ambassador Davis, to 
the fact that the President, so far as the Navy is concerned, is merely seeking to 
bring it to the strength fixed by Treaty, and to the further fact that the present 
Regular military force in numbers is unable to discharge its peace-time missions, 
to say nothing of its war duty, and, to quote Mr. Baker, an Army five times the 
size of ours could not have the slightest effect upon the military policy of any 
other Nation. It is important also in connection with this general official demand 


for the strengthening of our defense to note that Mr. Davis declared the willingness 
of the United States to enter into a universal pact of non-aggression and con- 
sultation and emphatically added that the United States would make no commit- 
ments to use its armed forces “for the settlement of any dispute anywhere”. In 
other words, with the policy of the Government to keep out of war and to dis- 
courage war, the President and his advisers propose to have the country in such 
shape that any nation bent on aggrandizement will hesitate before launching 
attack upon us. We have no thought of aggression—the abrogation of the Platt 
amendment in connection with Cuba is the latest proof of this fact—but we do 
not intend to lie open to invasion nor to have our rights violated. It has been 
truly said that a second class Army and a second class Navy are the most terrible 
extravagances in which a country could indulge. This is the feeling of the Presi- 
dent with respect to the Navy; Mr. Baker dwelt upon the waste of money in an 
inadequate Army. In view of the need which these authorities have found, the 
fact that the President is opposed to war, that Messrs. Dern and Baker always 
have been advocates of peace, and that such outstanding experts as General 
Pershing and General MacArthur are more anxious to avoid war than any pacifist 
in the land, it is the more important that their convictions should be written into 
law. Congress should lose no time in passing the Thompson bill.

Publicity and advertising experts also expressed their 
admiration, Colonel William H. Rankin, of the Advertising Agency bearing his 
name; Mr. Mark O’Dea, of the Mark O’Dea Agency; Mr. Sturdevant of the Erwin 
Wasey Agency, Mr. Bauer, of Lord and Thomas, and others, saying the issue in 
art, printing and content was the equal of anything they had ever seen. The issue 
was sold to thousands upon the streets of New York and is still on sale, but the 
edition is limited and any one now wanting a copy as a souvenir should order at 
once. To us who labored to create the production, the main satisfaction lies in the 
fact that we were not only serving the Army and the Navy by providing them 
with the latest news of interest to them, but were presenting authoritative infor- 
mation regarding the Fleet which has made more friends for National Defense. 
Some of our Army subscribers have suggested we should produce a like edition 
devoted to the Military Service. To them we say that at an opportune moment we 
shall develop such an issue and we will seek to make it compare in quality with 
our Fleet edition. In the meantime, week in and week out we will continue to 
provide all the Service news and keep in mind the importance of advocating 
sound policies for the protection of the Nation. 


ANOTHER GREAT SAILOR, WHO MADE HISTORY by his decision, initiative 
and training, has joined his fathers. President Theodore Roosevelt commended to our 
Army and Navy the example of Admiral Togo, the commander of the Japanese 
Fleet, who whittled away the Russian force at Port Arthur and destroyed the 
Rojestvenski command in Tsushima Straits, thus obtaining command of the Pacific 
for his country. In strategy and tactics, Togo displayed consummate ability. He 
did nothing spectacular, he confined himself to the obvious. He did not allow 
his force to be dispersed on useless missions, He kept it concentrated. He 
blockaded Admiral Makaroff’s command in Port Arthur, he placed a small command 
before Vladivostock to contain the few Russian vessels there, and knowing that 
Russia would have to come to him he retained every unit of his Fleet under his 
hand, and when Rojestvenski appeared was able to face him with practically its 
maximum power. It was said of Togo that so complete were his arrangements, 
so thorough his intelligence, that he was never in doubt as to the location of the 
Russian naval forces. In the Tsushima battle, he was able to T his enemy, and its 
annihilation principally by the gun followed. There were mistakes made, of course, 
but study of the action justifies the high praise which experts showered upon the 
Japanese commander. To Japan, which he had saved from destruction, Admiral 
Togo assumed the mantle of Divinity, and although honors were accorded him, 
far beyond anything ever extended by the American people to their own victorious 
commanders, be remained the quiet, simple and thoughtful sailor of his early 
days. For the American Navy, the lesson to be drawn from his career is that 
study and hard work in the profession bring achievement. We are fortunate in 
having soldiers and sailors of equal ability and so long as we have them at com- 
mand so long can we be sure of efficient and effective defense.

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Baker Board Air Officers—Shorly after the appointment of the special 
Committee hea by former Secretary of War Baker to study the Air Corps was 
announced, that committee sent out word to the service through The Adjutant 
General that it would welcome the individual views, comments or suggestions of 
any officers in the service. 

Acting on that authority virtually every Air Corps post and every other station 
where any number of Air Corps officers are on duty sent in a suggested program 
in the form of one letter to the board signed by practically all the Air officers at 
that post. While not identical in text, the letters from the various posts all urged 
practically the same things: a separate promotion list for the Air Corps, control 
of the Air Corps budget by the Air Corps itself and complete separation from con- 
trol and administration by “ground officers” or the General Staff. 

While the deliberations of the Baker Board are in secret, it is understood that 
the members of the board were far from pleased at the “petition” form of the 
suggestions instead of individually written views. Consequently officers were 
hastily summoned from the various Air Corps posts to report to Washington “by 
rail” and appear before the board to testify as to whether or not there was coercion 
of any kind used to obtain the signatures. The results of the inquiry are not 
known, but it is understood that the Air officers who testified told the committee 
that all the signatures were voluntary and that the similarity represented a genuine 
unity of opinion among the corps and a “united front” on the subject. Because 
of their concentration in larger posts and the fact that officers are frequently flying 
from post to post on inspections and on training flights there is more opportunity 
for Air officers to exchange views than exists in the other arms, it was pointed out. 

In the case of one mid-western post, the board called for the names of all the 
air officers there, checked them with the signatures and found that only one officer 
had not signed the “petition.” This officer was forthwith called to Washington 
and asked why he had not signed the letter. His reply was that in his opinion the 
“petition” had not gone far enough, and that therefore he had drafted a letter of 
his own to send to the board going much further and in stronger terms than the 
one signed by the other officers. 

The board, it is said, also called a number of second lieutenants who had 
signed the petitions and asked them to explain their understanding of the present 
administration of the Air Corps and the handling of the budget and why they 
believed the suggestions contained in the petitions they had signed would improve 
the situation. 

_No mention of this situation was included in the official release of the board’s 
activities given to the press on May 31 as follows: 

“The Special Committee (Air Corps) appointed by the Secretary of War for 
making a constructive study of certain problems of the Army Air Corps continued 
May 28, 1934, the nineteenth day of taking the testimony of witnesses. 

“The Committee has been engaged in that phase of its study which covers the 
development and problems of the Army Air Corps. 

“Specifically the study has included the organization of the Air Corps; its 
personnel problems; its tactical doctrines; training and methods; and the develop- 
ment, procurement and supply of its equipment. 

“The Committee has heard the Assistant Chief of the Air Corps, the Com- 
manding General of the Air Corps Training Center, Randolph Field, Texas; the 
Commanding Officer, Air Corps Tactical School, Maxwell Field, Alabama; the Com- 
manding General and members of the staff of the Air Corps procurement center at 
Dayton, Ohio; and the head of each section of the office of the Chief of the Air 
Corps. The Committee has also heard the testimony of fifteen Air Corps officers 
brought to Washington from the field. 

“During this period the Committee has also heard certain civilian witnesses 
who were prevented from appearing before the Committee at an earlier date. The 
following witnesses, among others, have recently appeared before the Committee: 
Mr. Thomas A, Morgan, Mr. Maitland O. Harper, Maj. Gen. James BD. Fechet, Maj. 
Gen. Mason M, Patrick, Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, and Brig. Gen. John H. Hughes.” 


Foreign Service Tours—Presidential Signature on May 29 this week put into 
effect the bill passed last week in Congress limiting foreign service tours for the 
Army to a maximum of two years, except with the consent of the officer or enlisted 
man concerned, The bill also has the effect of repealing the economy act provision 
setting three years as a minimum for the Navy and Marine Corps as well as the 
Army. 

While the War Department offered some opposition to the bill in Congress, 
holding that it would rather be given the authority to set its own limits on tours 
of duty on foreign stations, it did not, it is understood, oppose signature of the 
bill by the President, holding that the bill was infinitely better than present condi- 
tions requiring at least three years’ duty. The bill will entail about $500,000 addi- 
tional expenditure each year for travel, it is said. 

When the new deficiency bill goes to Congress it will carry money to put the 
act into effect. 


Commission USNA Graduates—Enactment of the Line Personnel Act enabled 
the grant of commissions not only to this year’s entire graduating class at An- 
napolis but to the young men denied commissions last year. This was an 
act of justice on the part of Congress, particularly pleasing to Rear Admiral Hart, 
who is retiring from the superintendency of the Academy to take command of 
Cruiser Division Six. With the additions to the Navy which the President’s policy 
contemplates, more oflicers are required, as are-more men, and it was to arrange 
for a sufliciency of commissioned personnel that Congress acted in this matter. 
But while the reason for action is sound, the fact remains that decency called for 
it. On the promise that observing the regulations of the Academy and meeting its 
high standards commissions would be awarded upon graduation, young men from 
every congressional district in the Nation and from the enlisted personnel, gave 
up the chance of careers at home and placed their lives and careers at the disposal 
of their country... Fairness on the part of the Government required that they 
should not have taken from them the right of service for which they had prepared 
and for which the government paid. West Point, more fortunate than Annapolis, 
has provision for all graduates, but should the Army be increased additional 
appointments must be made, and if made no mistaken policy of economy should 
interfere to prevent the attainment of the commissions for which the cadets have 
so earnestly worked. The President and the Congress are entitled to the thanks 
of the Service for the action they have taken in this matter. It is an action 
which must be particularly pleasing to Rear Admiral Hart, whose concern to 
obtain positions for the disappointed of last year’s class was evidence of the deep 
personal interest he took in the welfare of the boys in his charge. 


Post Surgeons To Report Deaths roy oy recent change in Army Regula- 
tions (Cir. 17 W.D.—Changes in AR ) ealls upon surgeons to report the 
eccurrence of death of a member of the command immediately. It appears that

heretofore it has sometimes happened that the cause of death was not immediately 
determinable and in such cases some medical officers have not considered it nee. 
essary to report the fact that a death had occurred until they were able to ager. 
tain the cause of death by post-mortem or otherwise. Under the new regulation 
the occurrence of a death is to be reported immediately to post or general hospitg| 
Commanding Officers and Commanding Officers are expected to notify the War 
Department by telegraph or cable as quickly as possible if the deceased was an 
officer. 

Immediate knowledge of the death of an officer is important to the Chief of 
Finance, The Adjutant General, Surgeon General and other War Department agep. 
cies. In some cases recently when deaths have not been immediately reported official 
explanation has been requested. 











Maintenance of 75 mm. Gun Material, M1897.—On some carriages of French 
manufacture, being converted to M1897A4, the name plate does not show the model, 
the Ordriance Department points out. When such name plates are found, “M189744" 
should be stamped in any convenient place with 4 in. dies. 

The excessive toe-in has been corrected on all carriages with the exception of 
some of those in the First and Fourth Corps Areas. It is expected that all will have 
been corrected by June ist. 

When the first lot of carriages were modified, it was believed advisable not to 
furnish a separate grease gun for the carriage but use the one furnished with the 
prime mover. As this grease gun was equipped for use with the bayonet type 
grease fitting, this type of grease fitting was used on the carriage. Experience has 
demonstrated that a separate grease gun for the carriage is advisable and that the 
bayonet type grease fitting is not satisfactory. The carriages now being equipped 
with high speed adapters will be fitted with the industrial type grease fitting and 
a separate grease gun will be provided for use with these industrial type grease 
fittings. When funds are available to make the change in grease fittings and for 
the purchase of grease guns, the industrial type of fittings will be issued to replace 
the bayonet type on the first lot of modified carriages. 

The bellows covers furnished with the first lot of carriages fitted with high 
speed adapters are no longer used. Instead a canvas cover which will afford more 
protection for the gun and carriage will be used. The manufacture of these covers 
can not begin until July Ist, but their distribution will be expedited. 

A chest to accommodate the items now carried on the shield is under manu- 
facture and delivery is expected to start at an early date. This* chest will carry a 
bracket fuze setter and grease gun in addition to other items. There will be one 
chest per gun section and one for the maintenance section. 

Different methods of obtaining increased height of the spade when coupled to 
the prime mover are being tested. It is not known when a definite plan will be 
ready, but the tests are being expedited. If the plan approved does not provide 
means of maneuvering the trail, it is possible that trail hand spikes may be fur. 
nished at a later date, if funds become available. 

An investigation by the Budd Wheel Company of cracked hubs leads them to 
believe that these cracks are of little consequence and do not unduly weaken the 
hubs. This office is planning to have some of these cracked hubs tested at Rock 
Island Arsenal, and if it is found that cracked hubs are not reliable, instructions 
will be issued. 

The question of furnishing a lifting jack for use in changing tires on the car- 
riage is now being investigated, but no estimate of a date of decision can be given 
at this date. 


Fire Control Device, U. 8S. Rifle, Cal. .30, M1903.—In view of the restricted 
firing zone on some of the rifle ranges, consideration is being given to the develop 
ment of a device to be included in certain target rifles for use on such ranges, which 
will prohibit the rifle from being fired at an elevation which will permit the bullet 
to carry beyond the restricted range. Preliminary design of #ich a case has been 
completed at Springfield Armory, and manufacture of a pilot model will be started 
shortly. 


Automatic Rifles—An investigation has been initiated by the Ordnance Depart 
ment for the study of the possibilities of the use of aluminum or composition molded 
material to replace the wood forearm and butt stock of the automatic rifle. The 
aluminum, if used, will be given a vulcanized covering to protect the hand of the 
operator against the metal and to add to the appearance.

Foreign Service Pay 
Final Congressional approval was 











given this week to the appropriation bill 
providing money for the carrying out of 
the provisions of the act, passed earlier 
in the session, providing relief for offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps, as well as other gov- 
ernment agencies affected, who suffered 
losses through the depreciation of the 
dollar abroad. ‘The adjustment will be 
made on the basis of full pay and allow- 
ances received, minus economy deduc- 
tions or pay checkoffs. 

President Roosevelt signed the bill 
shortly before leaving for the Fleet Re- 
view. At the same time an executive 
order signed March 27 was made public 
setting forth the regulations on which 
the payment would be made. 

The executive order provided that the 
words “while in service in foreign coun- 
tries” should mean, “(a) while em- 
ployed in or on assignment or detail to 
a post of duty in a foreign country, (b) 
while en route through a foreign coun- 
try or on a foreign vessel to or from 
such post (c) while, during such assign- 
ment or detail abroad, on leave of ab- 
sence with pay in a foreign country 
(d) while traveling in foreign countries 
under official orders, or (e) while at- 
tached to and serving on board United 
States vessels stationed in foreign waters 
for not less than 30 consecutive’ days.” 

Employees traveling in foreign coun- 
tries under official orders, not employed 
in or on assignment or detail to a post 
of duty in a foreign country, is not en- 








“In case of employees who sustained 
losses,” the regulations state, “from the 
conversion of salaries or allowances (in 
cluding those paid from fees either in 
foreign or American currency) during 
the period from June 15, 1933, to the 
effective date of this order (April 1), 
the losses shall be calculated as provided 
in paragraphs (a) (b) (c) of this se 
tion. Claim for reimbursement for such 
loss shall be accompanied by the best 
evidence, available to the employee, of 
the rate at which conversion was made. 

As a basis for the computation of 
losses the executive order prescribes 4 
set of basic rates for foreign countries. I0- 
cluded in the set of rates, is, for China, 
the Yuan at 23.5148 cents; for Cuba, the

OBITUARIES 

Rear Adm. Charles F. Hughes, USN- 
Ret., former Commander-in-Chief, Unit- 
ed States Fleet, and former Chief of Na- 
val Operations, died May 28 at his home 
at 107 Hesketh St., Chevy Chase, Md., 
at 11 p.m. 

Admiral Hughes was born in Bath, 
Maine, Oct. 14, 1866, and was appointed 
Naval Cadet from the Second District 
of Maine by Hon. J. Dingley, jr., in 
1884. He made his midshipman practice 
cruises at sea on the old frigate Con- 
stellation and graduated from the Naval 
Academy in 1888. 

Admiral Hughes was appointed Chief 
of Staff of the Atlantic Fleet Jan. 4, 
1913. He was on the Wyoming, flagship 
of the Atlantic Fleet, at Vera Cruz, May 
18, 1914 until Sept. 7, 1914. 

Promoted to the rank of Captain, on 
July 10, 1914, he was a member of the 
General Board, Navy Department from 
Sept. 20, 1914, until September, 1916. 

Admiral Hughes took command of the 
battleship New York Oct. 21, 1916. She 
was one of the six American battleships 
which in December, 1917, sailed for Eng- 
land to cooperate with the British Fleet. 
Soon after joining the Grand Fleet, the 
American ships with the New York, Ad- 
miral Hugh Rodman’s flagship, were des- 
ignated as the Sixth Battle Squadron 
and assigned to one of the two places of 
honor and importance in the battle line— 
one of the two “fast wings” which 
would take station at the head or rear 
of the battleship force when going into 
action. 

For his services during the World 
War, Admiral Hughes was awarded the 
Navy’s Distinguished Service Medal. He 
was also awarded the decoration of 
Commander of the Order of Leopold 
(Military) by the King of the Belgians 
for his World War service. 

On Oct. 14, 1925, Admiral Hughes 
raised his flag as Commander-in-Chief 
of the Battle Fleet with the rank of 
Admiral which he has held since that 
date. The following September he was 
given command of the United States 
Fleet, and on Nov. 14, 1927, succeeded 
Adm. E. W. Eberle, USN, as Chief of 
Naval Operations. 

The government of Venezuela 


ferred upon Admiral Hughes the decora- 
tion of Liberator in recognition of the 
official visit of the United States Fleet 
under his command to Caracas, Ven- 
zuela, in 1927.

Col. Wallace McNamara passed away 
Friday evening, May 25, at a Dallas hos- 
pital after an illness of only three days. 
At the time of his death Colonel Mc- 
Namara was Professor of Military Sci- 
ence and Tactics of the Dallas and High- 
land Park High Schools. Although he 
had been on his present detail but nine 
months he had made a host of friends 
in Dallas. All school flags throughout 
the city were ordered to be at half-mast 
over the week-end by the school authori- 
ties. The body lay in state Sunday and 
Monday afternoons with a guard of 
honor consisting of regular army ser- 
geants from the local recruiting office 
and R.O.T.C. cadet officers from the sev- 
eral schools of the two cities. 

Colonel McNamara was born Nov. 5, 
1872 in New Mexico. He entered the 
army in 1898 as a private in the Third 
Artillery. He was appointed as second 
lieutenant in the infantry in 1901, reach- 
ing the rank of Colonel in 1982. His ser- 
vice in the army included the Spanish- 
American War, the Philippine Insurrec- 
tion and overeas service in the World 
War. After the World War he served 
on General Hunter Liggett’s staff in the 
Ninth Corps Area at San Francisco. 
Prior to his assignment to Dallas, Col- 
onel McNamara was in command of the 
4th Infantry at Ft. George Wright, 
Washington, and many CCC camps in 
the northwest. 

Following services in Dallas, the body 
was forwarded for interment in the Na- 
tional Cemetery, Presidio of San Fran- 
cisco. Colonel McNamara is survived by 
his widow; one son, Wallace Douglas 
McNamara of Syracuse, N. Y.; two 
brothers, Stewart McNamara of Seattle, 


Wash., and A. K, McNamara of Oak- 
land, Calif.

Among Mr. Ward's clubs were the 
National Press of Washington, the Px- 
plorers of New York, The Authors of 
New York, The Connaught of London, 
The Touring Club of France.

Transfer Puerto Rico Control 


President Roosevelt this week issued 
an executive order transfering the ad- 
ministration of Puerto Rico from the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs, War Depart- 
ment, to the Department of the Interior. 

The order becomes effective in 60 days 
unless Congress objects or unless the 
President shall order a delay. The or- 
der reads, in part, as follows: 

“Whereas after investigation I find 
and declare that the establishment of a 
Division of Territories and Island Pos- 
sessions in the Department of the In- 
terior and the transfer thereto of the 
functions of the Bureau of Insular Af- 
faires, War Department, pertaining to 
the administration of the Government 
of Puerto Rico is necessary to effectuate 
the purposes of the said section 16: 

“Now, therefore, by virtue of and 
pursuant to the authority vested in me 
by the aforesaid section 16 of the act 
of March 3, 1933, it is ordered that a 
division which shall be known as the 
‘Division of Territories and Island Pos- 
sessions’ be, and it is hereby, established 
in the Department of the Interior; and 
it is further ordered that all of the func- 
tions of the Bureau of Insular Affairs, 
Department of War, together with its 
personnel, records, supplies, equipment, 
and property of every kind, and unex- 
pended balances of appropriations and/or 
allotments in Washington and elsewhere, 
pertaining to or connected with the ad- 
ministration of the government of Puerto 
Rico, be, and they are hereby, trans- 
ferred from the Department of War to 
the Division of Territories and Island 
Possessions, Department of the Interior, 
to be administered under the supervision 
of the Secretary of the Interior.” 





Akron and J-3 Pensions 


Senator Tydings announced this week 
that he would move to amend the first 
deficiency bill to provide that “In the 
case of widows and dependents of offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the Army, Navy, 
or Marine Corps, who served on the air- 
ships Akron and J-3, and who died in 
the accidents resulting in the destruction 
of such airships in April, 1933, the 
amount of pension allowed shall be 
double that authorized by law or regula- 
tion of the President to be paid in cases 
where death results from an injury re- 
ceived or disease contracted in line of 
duty not the result of an aviation acci- 
dent.” 


Financial Digest 


The daily average volume of 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended May 23, as reported 
the Federal Reserve banks, was $2,475. 
000,000, a decrease of $7,000,000 com. 
pared with the preceding week and ap 
increase of $232,000,000 compared with 
the corresponding week in 1933. 

On May 23 total Reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,469,000,000, a decreage 
of $4,000,000 for the week. This de. 
crease corresponds with decreases of 
$28,000,000 in money in circulation, $39, 
000,000 in Treasury cash and deposits 
with Federal Reserve banks and $16, 
000,000 in nonmember deposits ang 
other Federal Reserve accounts, and ap 
increase of $13,000,000 in monetary gold 
stock, offset in part by an increase of 
$73,000,000 in member bank reserve 
balances and a decrease of $5,000,000 ip 
Treasury and National bank currency, 

The System’s holdings of bills dis 
counted and of United States bonds wer 
practically unchanged from last week, 
Holdings of bills bought in open market 
declined $1,000,000 and of United States 
Treasury notes $17,000,000, while hold 
ings of Treasury certificates and bills 
increased $17,000,000.
